In 1884 Mr. Sriiyth, United States 
Consul at Liberia, brought to this 
country a young chimpanzee, about 
17 months old. and sold him to the 
Park Department for the cost Of 
transporting him. As he came flrst 
class passage, the price was fl25 He 
was napied "Crowley:’' he took to 
Keeper Cook from the first, and un¬ 
til his death they were the best of 
friends. He was very intelligent and 
I believe was as near, human as an 
animal could be, He would sit at a 
table to eat, putting oh a napkin and 
using a knife, fork and spoon, wheii 
necessary. When he finished ha 
would use the napkin, carefully fold 
it up and lay It beside his plate. 
About two weeks before he died a se¬ 
vere attack of pneumonia set in, and 
Dr, Marsh, surgeon of the park po-. 
lice, was called. Every mornlhg 
when the doctor entered the room he 
would say, "Good morning, GfoWley/’ 
and Crowley would get up to shakd 
hands. Then the doctor would say, 
"How are you this, morning?” and 
Crowley would grin. The .doctor would 
examine him and'say, "Your pulse, 
Crowley," and Crowley would extend 
his hand., "Now' your lurigs," arid 
Crowley would throw back his rirmi 
to allow the doctor to place his eaf 
to his breast. "And how your brick, 
Crowley," arid he would turn his back. 

He grew very feeble before death 
and Cook Rtood by hln from early 
morning unU) late at night. Late In 
tho afternoon of the day he died Cook 
held him In his arms for about an hour. 
Cook-put him down on tho floor,’and 
Crowley raised himself up, put but hi)i 
hand to shake hands, as Cook said, 
"to bid him goodby,’’. turned toward 
the wall of his room and dropped dead..

An open shed or building with doors 
at each end or side, to allow a free 
current of air and facilitate the cool¬ 
ing and drying as soon as possible, is 
the best for the purpose.

hind legs, keeping them about fifteen 
inches apart at the hpek joints, lea-v- N r) i? \A/a- y 
ing the legs on. Out the throat, heck, ' 
flesh and bone through, leaving the 
head adhering by tbe skin. Let it 
hang until ail the blood is thoroughly 
dr.-iined from fhe veins and flesh; then 
open the carcass by Slitting the belly 
from near tbq' udder to the breast-

With reference to the flight of the: 
Eihp'regs Eugenie and the do*ment 
about her jewels, found recently'In a 
cemetery at,Beziers, Augustin Filpn, 
the well-known authority,. says that 
the jewels of the empress never left 
the hands of her treasurer, MmO. Pol-! 
let. The, documents found -In the cem¬ 
etery quite recently were probably 
forged by the inbfi in a Madrid prison, 
about half a dozen In nuinbef, who 
fraudulently obtained money from 
persons in France by representing 
themselves to have been selected to 
convey the jewels of the empress to 
Spain. These persons wrote to their 
dupes to say that they had been 
obliged to hide the Jewels when en 
route, that they were arrested In Mad¬ 
rid 'for small debts, and' that they 
wanted funds to enable them to leave 
Jail and to return to where they bad 
concealed the property of the em¬ 
press. M, Fllon adds' that soon after 
the arrival of the imperial family at 
Camden Place, the empress received 
numerous letters from the dupes. An 
Inquiry was then made, and the hoax¬ 
ers were found in the Salhdefd prison 
at Madrid, where they received the 
money from their dupes find spent It 
In feasting.

bone. Remove the entrails, paunch, 
liver or haslet and lights, using great 
care not to injure or break the kid¬ 
neys, or muss the fat around them, 
or get blood inside the carcass. Should 
any blood get in, remove it by prpss- 
Ing a clean damp cloth wrung out. In 
cold .water against the blood. Do dot 
rub ,or wash It out, or use any water 
inside at all. Let It hang without 
handling until it is thoroughly .cooled 
off and the flesh is set, using a stretch¬ 
er-stick to hold open the slit in front 
and facilitate the cooling and drying. 
After the animal heat has passed off 
and the flesh is firm and solid, eUt or 
savil off the legs and leg-skins close to 
the knee-joints, and the head and 
head-skin Close behind the ears. At¬ 
tach a tag to the bag-skin and another 
tp the skin in front, the tag Showing 
yo'ur address in full; also thC address 
of the party the veal is consigned to. 
Send a postal to the consignees so 
that they can hunt it up In cape of de. 
lay in delivery. It 'is advisable to 
ship' by express to insure quick de¬ 
livery, ' '■ * 

If the calf Is killed immediately 
after being driven, or worried the 
flesh will be fdverlsh anff red or dark 
colored, and will not set or feel firm. 
If hung unevenly or by one leg It will 
dry, cool and set crooked, and have a 
bad appearance. If handled before It 
is perfectly cooled the flesh will he 
soft and flabby and will not keep, of 
sell for full price. If the kidneys or 
kidney fat are, In bad order this de¬ 
fect will injure the sale. If blood 
gets Inside and It Is wet it will fer¬ 
ment and turn sour. Leaving the legs 
and head on until thoroughly set and 
cold prevents the skin from drawing 
up and leaving the neck and legs ex¬ 
posed to the air, which would turn 
black and give the calf a stale ap¬ 
pearance. ’ If parts of the legs, leg- 
skin, head-skin or Cars ard loft on, 
the salesman will have to cut them 
• off or make a reduction In the weight, 
thus, causing dissatisfaction to the 
shipper on .abcoUnt' of. VaflatiohS be¬ 
tween the shlplplttg’* and selling 
weights.
